light container cor air, it flattens

Running too flat quickly ruins a 
tube. A grinding and cutting action 
results, and the tube soon goes out of 
contmission, 

The natural flexing of the tire re- 
quires an effective dubricant, auch as 
French Tale, between the casing and 
the tube, otherwike the tube is heated 
and sometimes becomes Vulcanized to 
the fabric of the casing. Then if you 
attempt to remove it, it tears, Too 
much talc. however, Will cake on the 
surface and cut into the rubber, 

Often «a motorist is very unpleasant- 
ly surprised while driving on ‘the Pest 
of roads to have an explosion an- 
nuunce a blowout. which, on examina- 
tion, proves to ‘be an internal one. 
The ‘casing is not injured, but the 
tube without apparent cause has split.

SENTENCED TO TWO 
YEARS FOR FORGERY 


John LeP Goes to Peniten. 
tiary—Pelerin Gets Three 
Months 


Two years in the penitentiary was 
the sentence imposed on John LePage 
by Judge Taylor, in the district 
criminal court, LePage was charg- 
ed with having forged a chock, which 
he gave to Arthur Pellerin. Vellerin, 
in turn, used the check to purchase a 
suit of clothes from Hart Brothers, 
receiving some change in addition, 
LePage is a man of over fifty and in 
massing sentence the judge remanked 
that he might pass a heavy sentence 
on him, but in view of tlds having ap- 
parently been his first offense he would 
deal leniently with him, 8. Laughiin, 
solicitor for Le Page, made a strony 
plea for leniency and perhaps = sus- 
pended sentence, but the judge took 
the view that allowing the — prisoner 
out on suspended sentence might be 
an incentive to others to commit a 
similar crime. He therefore gave 
him, under the act, a Hght.sentence., 

Pellerid. on the other hand, was 
Margced with fraud, for when he went 
to cash the cheok with Hart Brothers 
he told a story about having heen 
working for s farmer and getting in 
too late for the bank On his behalf, 
M, M. Charlson mado a strong plea 
for merey, but the judge held that he 
was liable to a penalty of three 
years, but as a lewson to cthors ho 
would only sentence him to three 
months with hard labor

Asher purporting to give information regarding the contract 
on which the Burgesses of this City are asked to vote on the 7th 
June next. Mr. Asher states that the City ‘is not in the least pro- 
tected by the terms of the Bylaw and in support of this statement 
he misquotes the agreement. We think the best way of dealing 
with Mr. Asher's argument is to put his statements and a verbatim 
quotation of the corresponding portion of the agreement in 
parallel columns and thus let your readers see for themselves how ;

It will be seen from the above that Mr, Asher has based his 
arguinent on a misconception of the agreement. 


Let us deal shortly with Mr. Asher’s objections. The City at 
the end of 20 years has the absolute right to take over the whole 
assets of the Company within the City and outside so far as 
necessary for the adequate supply of the City. The consent of the 
Company is only required to enable the acquisition by the City of 
any other contracts not connected with the City of Edmonton. 
The City may not assign the undertaking until they have paid the 
Company whatever sum is fixed as the price by the Utilities com- 
mission, After the City has paid the price it can sell, assign or 
dispose in any way it pleases of the whole undertaking. 


If the Company is not able to deliver gas to every inhabitant 
of Edmonton within two years from the day on which the seal of 
the City is affixed to the agreement, the Company is liable to pay 
the City $100.00 for every day during which it is in default. If it is 
not able to deliver the gas within 2% years from the signing of the 
agreement it loses its franchise. T’.e result is that if the company 
cannot deliver gas within 2'4 years from the date of signing the 
contract it must pay the City $18,200 and lose its franchise. 


It is to the interest of the Company to have the undertaking 
completed as soon as possible, as the 20 years runs from the date of 
signing the agreement.
